least, on the spirit of the people. 
Will they decide that it is worth 
while to save their lives and their 
homes, as the industrialists un- 
doubtedly will want to save their 
factories and machinery? Will 
the endurance of this amazing 
people break down at last, under 
the force of such an awe-inspir 
ing attack? The minds of the 
people may be made up for
